AWARDING BID AND AUTHORIZING AGREEMENT WITH

STONE INDUSTRIES, LLC FOR ROUTINE PUMPING, CLEANING

AND DISPOSAL FOR SEPTIC SYSTEMS (WC 077-14)

WHEREAS, the Purchasing Agent has advertised for sealed bids for Routine Pumping, Cleaning and

Disposal for Septic Systems (WC 077-14), and 

WHEREAS, the Deputy Superintendent of the Department of Public Works has issued

correspondence recommending that Warren County award the contract to Stone Industries, LLC,  for the

prices listed in the bid and based on the bid analysis, now, therefore, be it

RESOLVED, that the Warren County Purchasing Agent notify Stone Industries, LLC, of the

acceptance of its proposal, and be it further

RESOLVED, that Warren County enter into an agreement with Stone Industries, LLC for Routine

Pumping, Cleaning and Disposal for Septic Systems, pursuant to the terms and provisions of the

specifications (WC 077-14) and proposal, at the prices listed on the proposal, for a term commencing

January 1, 2015 and terminating December 31, 2015, by agreement between the parties, the agreement may

be extended for two (2) additional one (1) year terms from the termination date, without the need for a

further resolution, in a form approved by the County Attorney, and be it further

RESOLVED, that the Chairman of the Board of Supervisors be, and hereby is, authorized to execute

an agreement, amendment agreement in the event of the sale of Westmount Health Facility to remove

Westmount Health Facility from the list of County facilities included in the agreement, extension agreements

and other necessary documents in a form approved by the County Attorney, and be it further

RESOLVED, that the funds shall be expended from various Department Budget Codes.
